ASTROLOGY has always been an 
attraction to great solitary men 
with troubled consciences., When the 
world is against them, and the hand

Wallenstein, , the S7th century 
German Statesman and soldier, relied 
on the portents of the phinets. (When, 
as it seemed, the stars were against 
him, he was depressed, and his vitality 
wus low, Napoleon often referred to 
his star of destiny, which, according 
fo a French astrologer, was Saturn. 
Thus did he excuse his fall. 

Both Charles I and Oliver Cromwell 
consulted the astrologer, William 
Lilly, who was sald.to have prophesied 
the Great Plague and Fire of London. 

In the early ages, when astrology 
was a’ comprehensive study both of the 
motions of the heavenly bodies and 
-their-iniiuence—on -human_and_mun- 
done affairs, the rulers of Egypt and 
Babylon had their interpreters of the 
stars. The consuls and emperors of 
Rome, too, had their weakness for 
astrology, and Shakespeare makes 
Julius Cacsar apprehensive of the
